ment had been made. Mr. Ryan ques- 
tioned the right of the convention to 
change the apportionment after the 
apportionment had been made by the 
State Central Committee. 


Mr. Peters replied to Mr. Ryan by 


stating that as an act of simple Jus- 
tice, in view of the vote which would 
be cast at the forthcoming election. 
Mr. Peters claimed that he knew of 
no legal 
objection which 
could be 


raised against such Increase In repre- 
sentation. 


Mr. Henderson spoke In support of 


the original motion. 


Mr. Chartz in support of Ms motion 


gave it as his opinion that there were 
no legal complications. 


Mr. Johnson spoke In favor of the 


original motion. 


Mr. Ryan again took the floor, re- 


iterated that with all due respect to 
Nye county, and he was actuated by 
no feeling against Nye county.but was 
proud of the Interest they had shown 
in coming In large numbers a long dis- 
tance, but that sentiment should not 
prevail as against the danger of es- 
tablishing a precedent which might 
later arise to vex future Democratic 
conventions. 


Mr. Dennis saw no danger of future 


complications, and believed that the 
convention like all similar bodies is 
the Judge of the qualifications of Its 
own members.

THE "WATERING" OF STOCK. 


O 


NE OF the principal objections urpjed to the 


jiiant trusts that are nov, strangling legitimate 


Competition in this country is the custom, almobi 
universal \\iih them, of watering their stock. That 
is, issuing a large amount of stock which represents 
no actual investment. 
For example, when 
the 


American Steel Trust was formed it was capitalized 
at about $1,100,000,000, of which notoriousl) some- 
thing like one-half was clear water representing 
nothing but the value of the combmaton. That is, 
the advantage which the monopoly would give. 


The vicious principle of watering stock lies in 


the fact that the corporation always proceeds upon 
the theory that dividends must, if possible, be paid 
upon the water. To this end prices are raised to 
unjust figures the excuse and defense being that it 
is necessary in order that fair dividends may be paid 
upon the par value of the capitalization, which is 
assumed to represent money or some other form of 
capital actually paid in. 
When this is done the 


trust magnates point to the enormous earnings as 
proof that there is no over-capitalization. 


Take the case of the Steel Trust as an example. 


It is absolutely known that not more than one-half 
of the nominal capitalization represents an actual 
investment. But Mr. Schwab, the manager, easily 
"proves" that the corporation stock is wholly free 
from water. 
He shows that the profits last year 


amounted to $140,000,000. Therefore the proper- 
ties are worth $1,400,000,000. The properties be- 
ing worth $1,400,000,000, of course $140,000,000 a 
year profit is none too much. In fact anything less 
would be an injustice to the stockholders and bond- 
holders. 
Nothing could be simpler than that. It 


is a perfect mathematical demonstration, and most 
acute financial philosophy, although from a logical 
point of view the argument is open to all the ob- 
jections that apply to reasoning in a circle. 
It is 


bewildering rather than convincing to one who is 
honestly endeavoring to learn whether the profits 
of the trust are out of reasonable proportion to the 
investment. 
According to Mr. Schwab's method 


of computation all a great trust has to do is to gain 
complete control of the market, fix prices to suit 
itself, run up the profits to any amount required fig- 
ure the capitalization from the profits, and from the 
capitalization thus ascertained figure back and de- 
termine what the profits should be. Obviously by 
this system there can never be either over-capitali- 
zation or excessive profits. 


But after all it is the monopoly that does the 


most harm. 
With free competition over-capitali- 


zation would be comparatively unimportant, for the 
concern would be obliged to keep prices clown to 
fair and reasonable figures, and that is the matter of 
ciuef interest to the general public.

higher prices than this could be had. 


Shovels sell in this country for $7.50 per dozen 


at the factory. The same make sells in London for 
$5.80 per dozen, although the same labor is ex- 
pended on each and the same price for the labor. 
Wire nails sell in this country today and are laid 
down in Reno at something like $3 per keg. 
The 


same nails are laid down in London at $1.30 per 
keg. The nails in each case are made in this coun- 
try and the price is fixed by the steel trust. 
The 


same priced labor enters into all. 


If 
high priced labor makes the nails dear at 


home, what makes them less than half the price in 
London ?
